Sold-out  camps  reap  strong  believers

The  diversity  of  ne^ds  among 
Mississippi  Baptist  teenagers  requires 
student  ministry  leaders  to  be  creative 
and  comprehensive  in  providing  quality 
camp  experiences  for  junior  high  and 
hq  h  '  schoolers,  aud  two  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  (MBCB) 
events  that  address  those  needs  are 
Student  Camp  at  Central  Hills  Retreat 
near  West,  ana  Super  Summer  at  Baptist- 
affiliated  Mississippi  College  in  Clinton. 

The  two  ministries  have  different 
goals  but  are  both  designed  to  help  stu¬ 
dents  grow  in  Christlikeness. 

The  two  Student  Camps  were  held  June 
6-9  and  9  -12.  According  to  Ken  Hall,  con¬ 
sultant  in  the  MBCB  Disdpleship  and 
Family  Ministries  Department,  "We  had 
two  excellent  camps.  Tne  quality  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  as  good  as  anyone's,  anywhere. 
Gary  Permenter  [speaker]  and  the  Tom 
Edwards  Band  [music]  are  a  great  team.  We 


"These  were  three-night  camps  — 
miru-^amps  —  but  we  do  that. to  make  it 
more  affordable.  It's  easier  to  get  adults 
to  help  because  they  don't  have-to  take 
as  much  time  off.  Both  camps  were  full, 
about  150  campers  at  each  one. 

"These  are  good  general  overall  camps, 
for  junior  high  and  high  school  students. 
We  deal  with  evangelism  and  disdpleship 
primarily.  They  were  very  well  received. 
It's  first  class.  These  camps  tend  to  attract 
groups  from  smaller  ch undies,"  Hall  said. 

Student  Camp  activities  include  wor¬ 
ship,  time  together  with  church  groups, 
recreation,  quiet  times,  late  nignt,  and 
track  time  options. 

While  the  Student  Camps  are  for  anyone 
Super  Summer;  which  is  technically  more 
of  a  conference  than  a  camp,  is  designed 
for  a  more  selective  group.  Super  Summer 
is  a  disdpleship  /  evangelism  leadership 
conference  designed  to  provide  qualitative

earth.  It  is  called  the 
Cooperative  Program. 
Southern  Baptists  believe  in 
the  Cooperative  Program.  It 
is  a  unified  approach  to 
Kingdom  work  that  blesses 
every  segment  of  our  mission 
endeavors  and  supports  and 
undergirds  every  piece  of  our 
work.  Since  its  inception, 
Mississippi  Baptists  have 
given  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  in  sup¬ 
port  of  Southern  Baptist 
work  and  total  mission 
efforts  $880,481,772.67.  We 
believe  in  the  Cooperative 
Program.  We  believe  in  die 
call  of  Jesus  not  only  to  reach 
our  communities  but  to  reach 
across  our  entire  globe. 

The  Cooperative  Program 
enables  every  one  of  our 
churches  to  be  partners  and 
participants  in  telling  the 
Good  News  of  Jesus,  from  the 
Baptist  Children's  Village  to 
the  most  remote  village  on 
the  other  side  of  the  world. 
While  it  is  possible  for  a  local 
church  to  have  one,  two,  or 
even  five  special  mission 
points  on  which  to  focus,  the 
Cooperative  Program  enables 
us  to  focus  on  the  totality  and 
gives  us  an  ongoing  presence 
m  every  place. 

Over  the  past  decade  we 
have  watched  as  the  support 
of  the  Cooperative  Program 
has  diminished.  In  2000,  the 
average  Southern  Baptist 
church  gave  8.1%  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 
Fast  forward  to  2010  and  the 
average  Southern  Baptist 
church  gave  5.62%  of  their 
undesignated  receipts.  Here 
in  Mississippi  die  story  is  a 
litde  brighter,  but  the  trend 
has  been  the  same.  In  2000,

to  missions  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  was 
10.24%.  Today  that  number 
is  down  to  8.42%. 

While  there  are  no  doubt 
multiple  reasons  why  this 
decline  has  taken  place,  and 
there  could  be  days  or  weeks 
of  discussion  about  those 
issues,  the  fact  is  that  the 
need  is  greater  than  ever  and 
the  urgency  to  reverse  this 
decline  must  be  addressed. 
Frank  Page,  the  president  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  has  given  his 
heart  and  soul  to  seek  to  help 
Southern  Baptists  under¬ 
stand  what  great  things  we 
can  do  if  we  join  together  to 
accomplish  it 

At  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Phoenix,  Az., 
heSmjDed  on  Southern 
Baptists  nationwide  to  urge 
their  churches  to  take  a  step 
away  from  the  decline 
toward  the  incline.  He  asked 
churches  to  consider  adding 
one  percent  to  the  support  of 
the  Cooperative  Program 
next  year.  As  simple  as  that 
may  sound,  the  impact  to 


touch  this  world  would  be 
profound  almost  beyond 
description.  Can  it  be  done? 
Absolutely!  Will  it  be  done? 
It  will  not  be  done  without 
prayer  and  commitment.  I 
know  economic  conditions 
are  not  ideal.  I  am  fully 
aware  that  many  of  our  peo¬ 
ple,  and  subsequently  the 
congregations  of  which  they 
are  a  part,  are  struggling  just 
to  survive  financially. 

On  the  other  hand,  God  is 
providing  in  tremendous 
ways  for  so  many  of  His  peo¬ 
ple.  There  are  a  couple  of 
things  of  which  I  am 
absolutely  confident.  One  is 
that  we  can  make  a  differ¬ 
ence.  Two  is  that  we  will  not 
make  a  difference  if  we  do 
not  try.  In  baseball,  no  batter 
ever  walks  up  to  the  plate 
and  hits  the  baseball  without 
taking  a  swing.  Since  tne  call 
went  out  from  Frank  Page,  I 
have  talked  to  a  number  of 
pastors  who  in  their  heart 
would  agree  that  they  recog¬ 
nize  the  challenges.  Some 
have  readily  admitted  that 
they  will  not  be  able  to  make 
a  change  this  coming  year. 


Others  are  thinking  that  they 
will  try  to  challenge  their 
church  to  move  upward. 
These  will  be  discussions 
and  decisions  that  will  be 
made  by  each  congregation. 

Plus  One  refers  to  trying 
to  increase  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  by 
one  percent,  but  what  if  you 
find  that  is  totally  impossi¬ 
ble  to  do?  I  would  like  to 
encourage  you  to  think 
about  increasing  your  gifts 
by  some  degree,  whether  it 
is  $1,000  over  this  year  or 
$500  more  than  this  year. 
For  some,  it  may  even  be 
$100  more  —  the  point 
being  that  every  church  can 
make  a  difference  in  the 
direction  of  mission  giving 
so  that  our  world  may  hear 
of  our  glorious  Savior  and 
see  the  light  of  His  glory.

God  used  the  king  as  His 
instrument  to  bring  this 
disaster  upon  thernTThis 
hurt  can  be  for  them  a  Sit 
redemptive  happening. 

God  wants  the  Jews  to  allow 
Him  to  redeem  this  horrible 
event  to  their  good. 

Therefore,  He  relates  to  them 
through  Jeremiah's  letter  that 
they  should  be  ready  for  a  long 
stay  in  Babylon.  Building  hous¬ 
es,  planting  gardens  ana  eating 
the  produce  will  take  a  while. 
Even  longer  for  them  to  take 
wives  ana  have  children  and 
give  their  children  in  marriage. 
These  activities  are  the  normal 
things  for  them  to  do  if  they 
were  still  in  Judah.  Having  a 
home,  having  food  and  having 
children  are  all  things  that  pro¬ 
duce  joy  in  life.

Reject  Unrealistic  Dreams 
(Jeremiah  29:8-9) 

Hope  reigns  supreme  in  the 
heart  of  people  who  are  defeat¬ 
ed.  They  dream  of  things  being 
like  they  "used  to  be."  God 
told  the  people  that  prophets 
who  were  there  with  them  and 
were  in  the  same  situation 
would  give  them  false  hope. 
No  matter  how  they  longea  to 
be  back  in  their  native  land, 
they  were  indeed  going  to  be 
where  they  resided  for  seventy 
years.  Goa  does  not  want  them 
to  waste  their  lives  living  false 
dreams.  He  wants  them  to 
have  hope  but  hope  that  is  real¬ 
istic.  If  they  do  have  false  hope, 
they  will  be  most  miserable 


and  not  joyful.  Worshipping 
anything  other  than  God  wifi 
prove  to  have  the  same  results. 
Worshipping  Him  brings  cer- 
tBinty  and  real  hope.

A  real  hope  is  shown  in  the 
Seder  service  when  the  leader 
says  at  the  end  of  the  ceremony:
